Public power advocates 
blllerly fought tlie FPC decision.

Incident Site Located 
Karl said the incident occurred 
off Kuksan-do In Southweat Korean 
territorial waters about 4:05 a.m. 
yesterday. Huksan-do Is a Uny la- 
land in the Yellow sea, about « 
miles southwest ot Mok-po port. . 

He said a coast guard cutter dis- 
covered at least 14 Chinese Commu- 
nist vessels fishing in the KorcaJi 
waUrs- The cutler aelied one of the 
boats. 

"Four coast guardsmen were 
aboard and the tlshlns boat 
taken In tow." Karl atntcd. 
'Fire IJ Returned 

"Shortly thereafter, alx armed 
Chinese vessels appeared ond open- 
ed fire on the ROK cutter. The pa- 
trol boat returned the'Ilre nnd the 
hosUllUes continued unUI 0:40 a.m. 

"When tho Chinese ships made 
their escape, tliey took with them 
the fishing boats carrying the four 
ROK coast guardsmen." 

Karl said the Incident "provides 
positive proof" that Red China. 
North Korea and Jopan "are Joined 
together In an accresalVB plot to 
encircle South Korea."

Count to 10 and maybe 100 and then 
say something like. "Yes, I know 
how you leel.

You can say all the 
mean things you feel like, but you 
must aay them by yourself. Nov/ you 
get Into your room and don't come 
out again until you can come amll- 
Inf amf-cHeertul.- 

See that he gets Into that room. 
Very likely he will throw thlnRS 
about the room and make a great 
rackcL Tliat won't Uat long, Uolft' 
Uon and ICa alienee Is a wonderful 
cure for a tantrum. The loneliness 
aoon takes Ita effect Tho little one 
cannot stand being shut out ot his 
moUier'A Jlfictlonate care, for any 
lenglh of time. Soon he feela. re- 
pentant. Soon there comei tht antall 
voice asking, "Can I come outT I'm 
good now." Surety be can come 
out All Is forglvea and no mention 
of the naughtiness la to be made 
iftervard. 

Once a mistake or an offense has 



been aetUed, let It be setUed and 
don't dig It up again on a later occa. 
alon. For example It Is unwise to say 
a lew houn liter, "No, you can't 
go with me. You were bad this 
morning.. Remember? i, can't take a 
bad boy with me." 

The child undenlood thai ■ hla
